What applies to the child applies 
equally well to the adult, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Torgeson. 

Following is a summary of t he 
fundamentals in landscaping t he 
home, stressed by Mr. Torgeson: The 
objective is to secure unity, variety, 
character, propriety and finish in the 
finished whole. Using exactly the 
same number and variety of trees and 
shrubs, one planter may make a 
pleasing picture, while another may 
make ian eyesore. The one planting 
is orderly and artistic and the other 
is undignified and tawdry. The dif- 
ference is that of arrangement. 

First then of the fundamentals is 
a plan. This should give the arrange- 
ment of the outdoor rooms of the 
home, its areas, drives and walks, in 
correct relations to each other. Such 
a plan shows the variety and location 
of each tree, shrub and flower as a 
part of definite general scheme. Such 
a plan permits of effective budgeting 
of what is to be spent on landscaping

GAMBLING WITH WHEAT 


The ordinary man in the street 
‘must be a bit puzzled at the violent 
;fluctuation in wheat. One day he 
‘reads that there is a great wave df 
buying at Winnipeg and Chicago, the 
‘central markets for Canadian and 
United States grains. Wheat shoots 
‘up to over a dollar a bushel, ten, fif- 
jteen, twenty and even’ twenty-five 
‘cents at a time. The same with corn, 
rye and barley. Next day he reads 
that the joyous feelings of yesterday 
'have subsided. Wheat and the other 
‘grains have fallen by almost as much 
las they had advanced. Tomorrow he 
may read that they have shot away 
‘up again. And so the game goes on. 
;Up and down alternately amid fren- 
\zied excitements on the part of those 
who buy and sell grains by the hun- 
ldred thousand or million bushels, and 
to whom a matter of a cent one way 
jor the other may make all the dit- 
}ference between being rich or poor. 

Weather and other conditions do 
not suddenly create all that disparity 
in the value of grains. One does not 
read of violent ‘fluctuations iff the 
price of carrots, potatoes, cabbages 
or apples. And yet they are subject 
to the vagaries of weather and pests 
in the sam? way that wheat is. The 
reason for the gyrations of the grain 
{market, more especially wheat, is the 
; manipulation by speculators who 
‘gamble with one of the v.tal sources 
lof life. They bid for wheat that they 
“never see and never intend to take 
delivery of. They possibly would net 
‘know wheat from harie: if they saw 
two samples side by side. To them 
‘wheat is just something to gamble 
with. The interest af the millions of 
| consumers means nothing to them. i 
The goings-on in the wheat. ex- 
changes were scathingly exposed hy ' 
Frank Norris in his famous _ novel, | 
‘The Pit,” and at one time it seemed

This was just one of the sad stories 
we heard. Another man sold a timber 
lot for $30,000, put the cash in the 
bank one afternoon and the second 
the bank shut down. 
He has not been able to touch a cent 
of the $30.000 since. 


Many a widow, orphan, school, 
religious institution and other per- 
sons or organizations, who could 
ill afford to lose, had their fhnds 
go in the crash.

THE REAL PULLING POWER 


One of the things the dgpression 
years seem to have taught Amer- 
ican business men is that the news- 
paper advertisement is surest and 
most effective means of reaching the 
consuming public. 

Wigures just made public by the 
Bureau of Advertising of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion show that newspapers received 
59 per cent of the total advertising 
appropriations of 482 national adver- 
tisers in 1932 and constituted the pre- 
ferred advertising medium of 19 of 
the principal trade groups in the 
United States. 

Newspapers for example got 82 per 
cent of the automobile advertise- 
ments; 74 per cent of the gasoline 
ads.; 92 per cent of the railroads ads. 
‘and 87 per cent of the shoe and 
clothing advertisements. 

The figures are a remarkable trib- 
ute to the “pulling power’ of the 
newspaper advertisement. 


CULLING THE LAYING FLOCK 
(Experimental Farms Note) 
With the general low price of poul- 
try products now prevailing it be- 
hooves the poultryman to keep his 


cost of production as low as pos- 
sible. Present economic conditions 
eall for the elimination of the un- 


desirable and unprofitable hens from 
the farm flocks, hereby jincreasing 
the quantity and improving the qual- 
ity of eggs produced and decreasing ; 
the cost of production by a saving cf 
feed, housing and management wast- 
ed on the non-producing or low-pro- 
ducing hens. 

It is important to be able to dis- 
tinguish between the laying and the 
non laying birds. If a bird is laying 
the comb will be red and full, the 
vent dilated and moist, the pelvic 
bones thin, pliable and wide apart 
and the abdomen large, soft and pli- 
able, while if not laying the comb 
will be pale or whitish-colored, the 
vent contracted and dry, the pelvic 
bones rigid and close together and 
the abdomen firm or hard. In a yel- 
low-skinned bird the beak, vént and 
shank of a heavy layer are pale yel- 
low or white in color, whereas the 
beak, vent and shank of a poor layer 
or of a layer that is taking a long 
rest are usually bright yellow in col- 
or. 

The health and type of the layers 
are also important points to be taken 
into consideration in culling. Only 
those birds that are healthy and vig- 
orous and that have a wide back of 
good length combined with a deep 
body should be retained in the flock. 

One other important feature that 
should be kept in mind in culling is 
to note the time of the molt. As a 
rule birds that molt before the first 
of September are pvuor layers, while 
those that molt later in the year are 
good layers, The latter part of Aug- 
ust is, then, an excellent period for 
culling the laying flock and at that 
time all hens that have quit Icying 
should be culled. 

The above mentioned factors are 
kept in mind when culling the lay- 
ing flock at the Dominion WBxperi- 
mental Station, Lacombe. <A_ close 
watch is always kept on the flock for 
any outstanding boarders and these 
are marked and disposed of in the 
late summer or early fall.

STINGS AND BITES 
Dr. William J. Scholes 


| By 
| Many insects and reptiles excrete 
a poison by means of which they de- 
fend themselves and destroy t heir 
'prey. What guns sare to man such ex- 
|cretions are to these lower forms of 


\ life. 
| The stings of nearly all insects owe 
their effect to the formic acid which 
‘is the active ingredient of the excre- 
tion; the bites of reptiles to a venom 
which they excrete. 

Treatment of Insect Stings 


A number of remedies are avail- 
able for relieving . insect stings. 
Ordinary ammonia is probably the 
most handy and as useful as any. 
Somettimes vinegar, pure or diluted, 
is equally effective. 

A useful application to prevent 
mosquitoes from. biting is equal 
parts of oil of citronella iand alcoho! 
which is to be applied freely to the 
exposed skin. 


A 1 per cent or 2 per cent solution 
of carbolic acid relieves the itching, 
is antiseptic and repels the insects. 
The exposed parts should be freely 
sponged with a piece of absorbent 
cotton saturated with the solution. 

‘Collodion, commercially known as 
New Skin or Liquid Court Puaster, 
is another very useful remedy. It can 
be made even more effective by the 
addition of bichloridee of mercury in 


the proportion of 1 to 1000 or by ad- | 
ding 5 grains of salicylic acid to the! 


ounce. 
Treatment of Snake Bite 


‘Four things are to be done when 
a person is bitten by a poisonous 
reptile. Needless to say they should 
be done at once, as they are inef- 
fective once the poison has entered 
the blood stream. ‘Although f have

The first step is to suck the 
wound. Then slash the wound 
made by the fangs of the snake. 
Cut across the fang holes deeply 


enough to get a free flow of blood. 

The second step is to fill the 
wound with permanganate of potash. 
Use the pure crystals and do not be 
afraid of using too: much. The per- 
manganate destroys all the poison it 
touches, but that is as far as its val- 
ue reaches. Consequently it must be 
applied 15 minutes after the patient 
has been bitten. 

Tourniquet Essential 

The third gtep is to apply a 
tourniquat (andage) around the 
limb, well above the bite. This 
band must be tight enough to stop 
the circulation. It should be re- 
moved for a second. or two after it} 
has been on for an? hour, then _ re- 
applied for another hour. 

The fourth step is the injection of 
snake antitoxin. This is known is 
antivenin. It is a protein in’ the 
serum of an animal that has had re- 
peated injections of small amounts 
of snake venom. This, like the oth- 
er procedures, must be performed at 
once. Delay of an hour or two makes 
it useless. Unfortunately, antivenin 
is seldom available, but that doesn’t 
make the case hopeless as the other 
three procedures, promptly employed, 
will save 99 per cent of all patients.—

HIGHER PRICE TO BE PAID 
FOR MILK IN CITIES 


Edmonton, August 14.—Prices of 
milk in Hdmonton fixed by order of 
the utility board issued Saturday and 
effective August 16, will remain at 
11 quarts for one dollar to the city 
consumer while the minimum price 
which distributors must pay produc- 
ers for milk for cit, distribution was 
set at $1.45 per cwt. which is an in- 
crease of 10 cents over the existing 
rate of $1.35. 

Due to drouth conditions in the 
south the minimum price to the 
producer in the Calgary milk shed 
was fixed at $1.95, an increase of 
45 cents over the existing rate there. 
At the same time retail prices of 
milk are advanced in Calgary one 
cent to 10 cents a quart. ; 

The decision of the board follows 
recent hearings in both Edmonton 
and Calgary of protests of milk pro- 
ducers that prices were below the 
cost of production. The order is 
an interim one. 


SAFE BLOWN, FIRE FOLLQWS 


Ohaton, Aug. 15.—This town was 
thrown into a wild turmoil of excite- 
ment early Tuesday when  yeggs, 
who attempted to rob the safe in the 
store of L. F. Patterson, used an 
overcharge of nitroglycerine and set 
fire to the building. 

Becoming frightened when flames 
broke out immediately after the 
explosion, the would-be robbers fled 
without obtaining anything of value. 
So terrific was the explosion in the 
store that every resident of the 
town was awakened. 

A telephone call was put in to 
R.C.M.P. Constable Murray at Cam- 
rose and to the Camrose fire depart- 
ment. Chief Hoover, in charge of 
fire-fighting apparatus, made a record 


run covering the distance of nine 
miles between Camrose and Ohaton 
in nine minutes.

ROADS OF GLASS 
_ All sorts of..experiments have «been 
made in recent years in order to get 
the ideal road surface. The latest sub- 
stance with which to make a road is 
glass, and glass roads are now found 
in several parts of Czechoslovakia. 
The glass is ground to a powder and 
mixed with cement. It is then spread 
on a rough concrete bed while this is 
still wet, and finally the surface is 
flushed with «ater-glass, or a solu- 
tion of flint to produce a smooth sur- 
face. Exhaustive tests have been 
carried out, and this glass surface 
has resisted even the heaviest traffic,

CELESTIAL SHOW 


Perseid Meteors, travelling at the 
rate of 144,000 miles an hour, flash- 
ed across the north east sky Friday 
night, while HEdmontonians, who 
stayed up late, were given an _ in- 
teresting display of brilliant lights 
—not unlike giant skyrockets. 

Shortly after midnight the earth 
started to pass through part of the 
Perseid Orbit where the meteors 
are most densely crowded. 

It was quite a show the gelestial 
promoter provided his ‘customers, ’' 
From midnight on for an hour, a 
Journal reporter counted 31  Per- 
seids which, according to astronom- 
ers, were travelling about 40 miles a 
second. 

At least two of them were well 
worth the “crick’” in the neck that 
most of the good burghers got for 
their troubles. Like a _ great sky- 
rocket, they burst high in the 
heavens, flashed for a second and 
then went out as suddenly as they 
had appeared and a streak of what 
seeined like green smoke was visible 
along the path taken by the meteor. 

Most of the meteors came in pairs, 
with intervals of five or 10 minutes, 
before the rockets appeared.

SOMETHING NEW IN OIL WELLS 


A freak oil well which eame in-ten 
years ago as a producer of almost 
pure vaseline is still pumping the 
heavy golden substance and paying 
its owner at Lamar, Oklahoma, hand- 
some returns. 

Perhaps the only well of its kind 
in the world, the well is a marvel to 
veteran oil men, both as to the oil it 
produces and its life. Men who have 
followed the oil industry in many 
climes said they had never seen or 
heard of a similar well. 

The well was drilled in at 3.710 
feet on Jan. 26, 1923, for production 
estimated at 350 barrels a day. The 
“vaseline well” still produces around 
this amount and still is the only well 
in the area. Other drilling attempts 
have produced only dry holes. 

The strange kind of, oil flowed over 
the derrick 200 feet when the well 
was drilled in. Dark green in color, 
the oil turned a brilliant golden yel- 
low when it struck the outside air. 
Analysis showed it to be almost pure 
vaseline. It was so heavy that it hung 
from fences near the well like gum. 

Because of its thickness ordinary 
pipe lines would not carry it. A spe- 
cial line, with a steam pipe to heat 
the almost solid lubricant, was used.

If the canvas of a tent is in good 
condition it should keep out the rain.
